Bonn. E. Da hr, chairman of 
Bundestag subcommlssfon on 
disarmament and armaments 
control, said in an Interview to 
"The New York Times" that the 
question of America's renuncia- 
tion of the first nuclear strike 
should be placed In a broad 
context.

A service, linking Hamburg 
and Baku (the capita! of Soviet 
Azerbaijan) lias been opened by 
inland waterways workers from 
the North-Western Shipping 
Lina of the USSR.
